Tory says 
sorry for 
filming 
in his car 

AN aide to a Tory candidate 
in one of the West Midlands’ 
most marginal seats has 
apologised for filming him¬ 
self while driving. 

Jack Spriggs, who works 
for Dudley North candidate 
Afzal Amin, is also standing 
to be a councillor in the St 
James’s ward in Dudley. 

The 19-year-old was re¬ 
vealed at the weekend to 
have posted videos on Ins- 
tagram of himself singing 
loudly with friends while at 
the wheel. The car is seen to 
be moving and Mr Spriggs 
looks into the camera, which 
appears to be on the dash¬ 
board and using the front 
facing camera. 

Campaign 

Mr Spriggs said: “The 
video footage I uploaded was 
filmed ‘hands-free’ - with 
the phone mounted using 
a car kit. However I realise 
simply because something 
is legal does not make it the 
safest way to drive, so I will 
not be repeating my mis¬ 
take.” 

The video is embarrass¬ 
ing for Mr Amin who has 
campaigned for measures 
to improve Dudley’s road 
surfaces, where he says pot¬ 
holes pose a risk to safety. 

Dudley Labour council¬ 
lor Adam Aston said: “Jack 
Spriggs’ actions were irre¬ 
sponsible and immature.” 

Fire strike at 
bonfire time 

FIREFIGHTERS will go 
on strike for four days this 
weekend - traditionally one 
of the busiest times of the 
year due to Bonfire Night. 

Members of the Fire Bri¬ 
gades Union will walk out 
from 6pm on Friday until 
6pm on Tuesday, as thou¬ 
sands of people hold bonfire 
sand firework celebrations. 

It is the latest set of in¬ 
dustrial action in an ongoing 
row with the Government 
over pension reform. 

The walkout has been 
branded as ‘irresponsible’ 
by MPs. 


FIRMS URGED 
TO AID TOWN 


BUSINESSES in Halesowen and 
Stourbridge may soon be asked to 
pay extra tax to fund town centre im¬ 
provements. 

Dudley Council is drawing up proposals for 
Business Improvement Districts (BID) in both 
areas. The scheme will see firms join forces to 
create a single company and each member pays 


a levy. 

Members will get to de¬ 
cide how the money is spent. 
The cash could be used to 
fund special events, more 
security or promote the 
towns and make them more 
attractive. 

Chairman of Halesowen 
Chamber of Trade Wayne 
Edwards welcomed the 
plan. “The process is that 
the Chamber bids for this 
and has to get a majority of 
business to agree before it is 
taken forward,” he said. 

Footfall 

“If we do get the agree¬ 
ment of a majority, that 
means we will have funds 
coming in from each busi¬ 
ness to spend in the town 
however we like. 

“It is a fantastic idea as it 
means we will be able to re¬ 
vamp and market the town 
to get footfall and shoppers 
in which will be good for 
every trader. 

“What is good is that each 
business will pay the same

percentage of their business 
rates so bigger corporations, 
such as supermarkets, who 
currently pay a minuscule 
amount to the town, will 
have to contribute more 
money than smaller inde¬ 
pendent stores. 

“It will also allow us to 
put on more big events. I 
think it will be fantastic for 
Halesowen.” 

It is estimated that a 
BID company in Halesowen 
could generate £51,668 with 
a one per cent levy and 
£103,337 if it is set at two 
per cent. 

In Stourbridge, it is esti¬ 
mated that a one per cent 
levy would bring in £91,000 
and a two per cent one 
£182,000. 

Money generated would 
be ring-fenced to be spent 
on projects agreed by busi¬ 
nesses in the BID for the 
benefit of their area. 


Waste plant setback 

A COMPANY’S bid to allay fears over smells from a pro¬ 
posed waste recycling plant have suffered a blow after the 
Environment Agency joined opposition to the plan. 

Clean Power wants to build the facility on land off Moor 
Street, Brierley Hill. 

After Dudley Council refused the firm’s initial proposal 
its plans were revised to include internal air-locks at site 
entrances to address concerns over odour. But the move 
has failed to win support from the Environment Agency.

The three-week-old cuties are being 
cared for by Manula, their mother, and 
Michelle Howes, a keeper in the Afri¬ 
can Village section of the park. 

They will go on show to the public 
next month when their antics are ex¬ 
pected to prove a hit with families vis¬ 
iting the attraction. 

Bob Lawrence, director of wildlife at 
the park, said: “It will be a couple of 
weeks before they go on show to the 
public and are still being suckled by 


their mother. We had another litter 
earlier in the year and they were a big 
hit with visitors. Obviously they prove 
that Meerkat Mayhem is a hit with the 
public and that it has put the meerkat 
family on the map.” 

Clans 

Meerkat Mayhem is the special en¬ 
closure at the Safari Park and is prov¬ 
ing a huge hit visitors. 

The animals belong to the mongoose 
family and are found in all parts of the 
Kalahari Desert in Botswana and in 
the Namib Desert and south western 
Angola and South Africa. 


Groups are known as a ‘mob, gang 
or clan’. 

Clans can often number between 20 
or 50 individuals and they can live for 
12 to 14 years. 

The name meerkat actually means 
‘marsh cat’. 

Another new arrival at the park who 
is already greeting visitors, is an Axis 
deer calf who was born on Sunday. 
Mr Lawrence said: “The deer can give 
birth throughout the year but it is al¬ 
ways nice to see them.” 

The park has a herd of 12 Axis deer 
which can be identified by their pink¬ 
ish fawn coats with white spots. 


work to 
start on 
uniting 
attractions 

WORK to create a shared 
visitor hub for three of the 
Black Country’s biggest 
tourist attractions — as 
part of a £10.1million mas¬ 
terplan — gets under way 
next month. 

It will link Dudley Zoo 
with the Black Country 
Living Museum and Dudley 
Canal Trust and is aimed 
at propelling the number 
of people visiting the town 
towards one million a year. 

Shared 

The shared entrance will 
lead from the new 600-space 
visitor car park and provide 
information on all three 
sites. 

Tourism bosses hope a 
shared arrival entrance will 
help encourage families to 
visit all three sites, rather 
than just one or two. 

Work is also under way 
on a new recreational route 
which will link the three at¬ 
tractions, from a new road 
created off Tipton Road. 

The project has been 
backed by around £4.5m of 
European funding. 

Chief executive John 
Polychronakis, who was up¬ 
dating cabinet members at a 
meeting last night (Wednes¬ 
day), said: “The contract 
for the Visitor Arrival Hub 
has been awarded with con¬ 
struction starting in Novem¬ 
ber and completion due in 
April 2015.” 

New paths to 
boost reserve 

NEW footpaths have been 
created at a Halesowen na¬ 
ture reserve as part of a re¬ 
development project. 

The wardens at the Eng¬ 
lish Heritage Grade I reg¬ 
istered site have managed 
the installation of 3,687ft 
of footpaths with 260 tons 
of stone. 

Staff say the improve¬ 
ments will enable people to 
visit the site all year round. 

The latest developments 
are a continuation of the 
restoration work already 
carried out at The Leasowes. 
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Bedroom blaze led to man's death 


A 65-year-man from Dudley was 
rescued from a fire at his house but 
died five days later in hospital, an 
inquest heard. 

Devakumaran Ramasamy died in 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital on July 
26 after suffering burns and smoke 
inhalation on July 21. An inquest at 
Smethwick Council House heard a 
passer-by had dragged him from his 
house in Bourne Street, Dudley. 


Senior coroner for the Black 
Country Zafar Siddique said Mr 
Ramasamy’s death was accidental, 
after a cigarette caused the fire. 

His partner, Trisha Baldwin, said 
in a statement that she had taken 
Mr Ramasamy some food in his bed¬ 
room before returning downstairs. 

Mr Siddique said: “Between 
30 and 45 minutes later she was 
alerted to a smoke alarm. She 


opened the bedroom door and found 
that his bedroom was filled with 
black smoke. 

“She couldn’t get into the room 
because of the smoke so went 
downstairs to alert the neighbours. 
A male passer by, who wasn’t 
named, entered the property. Mr 
Ramasamy had managed to crawl 
to the relative safety of the landing. 
The passer-by went up the steps 


and dragged him downstairs and 
into the front garden.” 

Mr Siddiquee ruled that Mr 
Ramasamy’s death was due to a 
severe pulmonary edema, smoke 
inhalation and facial burns. Heart 
and kidney problems contributed 
to his death. He added: “This was 
an accidental death due to, on the 
balance of probability, a discarded 
cigarette.” 


Borough school pupils' 
results above average 


DUDLEY is above the national average for 
the number of pupils achieving at least five 
A*-C grades, including English and maths, in 
their GCSES — although fewer achieved the 
top grades this year. 

Latest statistics from the Department for Edu¬ 
cation show 52.7 per cent of pupils scored at least 
five C grades in their GCS Es, including English and 
maths, this year com¬ 
pared with 59.7 per cent 
last year. 

Although the percentage 
has fallen, education bosses 
say that is because of major 
changes made to both the 
exams and school league ta¬ 
bles. The national average is 
52.6 per cent. 

The figures have been 
welcomed by the borough’s 
education chief Councillor 
Tim Crumpton. He said: 
“The results this year sim¬ 
ply can’t be compared to 
previous years because of 
the major changes that were 
brought in. 

Pleasing 

“I would again congrat¬ 
ulate our young people for 
their hard work and their 
achievements with their 
GCSE results. 

“It is pleasing to see Dud¬ 
ley is still performing above 
the national average. 

“I have every confidence 
in our schools that they will 
keep up these high stand¬ 
ards in future years.” 

In Worcestershire, the 
figures show the number 
of pupils who reached the 
five A*-C including the ba¬ 
sics benchmark dropped 
from 62.9 per cent to 57.6 
per cent. In San dwell, this 
year 49.8 per cent of pupils 
reached the standard com¬ 
pared with 54.1 per cent last 
year and in Wolverhampton, 
the figure dropped from 61 
per cent to 45.9 per cent. 

Nationally, in total, just 
over half or 52.6 per cent of 
pupils in England reached 
the five A*-C basics bench¬ 
mark.

Award as 
food waste 
feeds the 
animals 

A RECYCLING scheme 
which has seen food waste 
from Dudley Market do¬ 
nated to an animal sanc¬ 
tuary has won a national 
award. 

Over the past year, trad¬ 
ers and council staff have pi¬ 
loted the project which has 
also seen tons of unwanted 
cardboard recycled. 

Since March, unwanted 
food waste has gone to 
Brockswood Animal Sanc¬ 
tuary to feed Dennis the 
llama, ponies Molly and Leo 
and other animals. 

Now the scheme has 
been recognised by the As¬ 
sociation for Public Service 
Excellence, which has pre¬ 
sented Dudley Council and 
traders with the Best Com¬ 
munity and Neighbourhood 
Initiative award. 

It came about as part of 
the council’s plans to reduce 
the amount of waste that 
Dudley market disposes of 
each day and is part of the 
£6.7m redevelopment of 
the town’s historic market 
place. 

Already, more than ten 
tons of fruit and vegeta¬ 
bles have been donated to 
more than 140 animals at 
the sanctuary - food which 
would otherwise have been 
thrown away. 

Over the last year, 58 tons 
of cardboard has also been 
recycled.

Bully backing high life on The Waterfront

HE scored more than 300 goals for Wolves 
but now Molineux legend Steve Bull has 
a new goal — success in property invest¬ 
ment. 

He has bought one of six penthouse 
apartments being created at the top of a 
former office block on the Waterfront in 
Brier ley Hill. 

The 49-year-old says he intends to remain 
living in Wolverhampton while he rents out 
the new two-bedroom property. 

It is one of six penthouses at the top of 
the former Point North site, which is being 
converted into a 181-apartment block. 


The penthouses are priced at £124,950. 
Four remain up for sale, along with a third 
of the rest of the flats in the block. They will 
be ready next October as the redevelopment 
by Seven Capital transforms the site, which 
will be re-branded The Landmark 
Bully, who grew up on Moat Farm Estate 
in Tipton, said: “When the Waterfront first 
came up it was a busy, thriving place. But 
in recent years it’s fallen away a bit. I’m 
hoping this project will pick the area up 
and see restaurants and bars return to the 
canal’s edge. 

“It’s nice to be fortunate enough to be an 


ex-footballer and be able to do something 
like this.” 

The former England player who started 
his career at Tipton Town, got involved in 
the scheme after Seven Capital marketing 
boss Andy Foote called him. Bully said: 
“Andy is an old friend of mine. He showed 
me the plans and I checked out the site. 
What they want to do impressed me and I 
liked the views from the penthouse.” 

The block will consist of one-bed, two- 
bed and penthouse flats, from £69,000 to 
£125,000. The building had been empty for 
five years since insurers Egg moved out. 


Lights out as a £27m 

wave of cuts proposed 


BURIAL fees are set to rise and street lights 
to be switched off after midnight in the latest 
round of council cuts in Dudley. 

At a meeting yesterday (Wednesday) councillors 
were also considering streets and parks not being 
maintained as often and budgets for road repairs 
and resurfacing will also be slashed.

Heathens have looked for 
a new home in Dudley since 
the club folded in 1995, 
when its Dudley Wood home 
was sold for housing. 

Dudley leader Council¬ 
lor David Sparks said: “We 
have acknowledged the tre¬ 
mendous achievements of 
Dudley Heathens, and for 
many years have carried out 
extensive searches within 
the Dudley borough for a lo¬ 
cation for a speedway track, 
and have not been able to 
find anywhere suitable.”

Finance boss Councillor 
Stuart Turner said he would 
be ‘as innovative as possi¬ 
ble’ to protect key services 
in the borough. He has also 
warned that more than 300 
jobs could be at risk over the 
next three years. 

Bills 

The budget proposals 
include turning off some 
street lights after midnight 
to reduce energy bills, sav¬ 
ing £100,000 by 2018. 

Maintenance of parks 
around the borough would 
be reduced to claw back 
£265,000. 

Increasing burial fees 
is expected to bring in 
£520,000 in the next three 
years. 

Savings will also be made 
by transferring the manage¬ 
ment of the New Bradley 
Hall care home in Kingswin- 
ford to a private firm. 

The proposals, which also 
include changes to youth 
support services and Dudley 
Performing Arts, was going 
before cabinet members at 
last night’s meeting. 

Savings of £22.9m are 
proposed for 2015/16, mov¬ 
ing up to £25.3 million by 
2016/17 and £27.4 million 
by 2017/18. 

But the council has 
warned it faces a deficit 
of approaching £30m by 
2017/18 if additional savings 
are not found. 



Housing scheme reaches a milestone

THE construction of a £5.6 million 
apartment block for the homeless on 
the site of a former centre in Lye has 
reached a new milestone. 

The roof has now been fitted to 
the new two-storey building in Gibbs 
Road and a topping out ceremony was 
held. The developer will now begin fit¬ 
ting out the interior of the building. 

The development will offer 58 
one-bedroom apartments for homeless 
people. Of these 24 will be clustered 
around communal dining and lounge 


spaces for those with short term sup¬ 
port needs. The rest will be self-con¬ 
tained, and are aimed at providing a 
stepping stone to independent living. 

The centre is built by Midland 
Heart in partnership with Dudley 
Council, the Homes and Communities 
Agency and Bullock Construction. It is 
scheduled to open next spring. 

The old Gibbs Road House opened 
in the 1960s and worked with vulner¬ 
able people from across Dudley but 
closed as it was deemed outdated. It 


was demolished to make way for the 
modern development. 

Carl Larter, director of assets 
at Midland Heart, said: “We were 
thrilled to have our partners join us 
on site to mark this significant mile¬ 
stone.” 

Raj Shroff, deputy director for care 
and support, said: “The new scheme 
will continue to reach homeless peo¬ 
ple aged 17 and over, both male and 
female, following referral from Dudley 
Council’s Homeless Services.”

Warning to get 
ready for winter 

A CHARITY is urging peo¬ 
ple to check their home is 
ready for winter. 

Age UK Dudley is calling 
on homeowners to check 
pipes, windows, roofs and 
gutters in a bid to avoid any 
mishaps during the winter. 
The charity says catching 
problems early can save 
time and money, and also 
recommended checking in¬ 
surance for storm damage 
and burst pipes. 

Elaine Panchal, from 
Age UK Dudley, said:

'Moonwalking' witness 
contempt case dropped 


TWO witnesses will not face prosecution af¬ 
ter a trial collapsed when they made a vid¬ 
eo of one of them doing a ‘moonwalk’ dance 
while waiting to give evidence. 

But the pair were rebuked by a judge, who told them they 
had been ‘extremely stupid’. Shea Taylor and Aaron Whit¬ 
tle were waiting to take to the stand in the trial of two men 
in connection with an alleged assault at the Tenth Lock 


pub in Brierley Hill. During 
that time Taylor recorded a 
video of Whittle doing a Mi¬ 
chael Jackson style ‘moon- 
walk’ dance, then shared it 
on social network Facebook. 

Luke Walker, aged 26, of 
Gayfield Avenue, Brierley 
Hill, who was convicted of 
killing his girlfriend in Crete 
in 2010, was on trial with 
Luke Seeley, 26, of Channon 
Drive, Brierley Hill, but the 
case was dropped after the 
video was discovered. 

At Wolverhampton Crown 
Court last week Judge John 
Warner said: “What you 
two admitted doing was an 
extremely stupid thing, even 
though it was in the privacy 
of the witness room. It was 
against the law of taking 
pictures or videos in a court. 

“What you did made you 
liable for prosecution for 
contempt of court. If the 
contempt of court had been 
proved, it normally means 
the person involved gets 
locked up. What you did was 
one of the reasons why the 
case was abandoned by the 
prosecution.

“I have reflected on this 
and given your ages and 
that there was nothing sin¬ 
ister about what you did, 
the matter should not go 
further.”

The case against Walker 
and Seeley was dropped 
as the Crown Prosecution 
Service said the witnesses’ 
action undermined the case. 
Walker is on bail after he 
was convicted of causing 
grievous bodily harm to 
20-year-old Chelsea Hynd- 
man, leading to her death 
four years ago. He was sen¬ 
tenced to eight years prison 
but the sentence was sus¬ 
pended pending appeal.

Bosses are 
worried 
by lack 
of skills 

WHILE the UK as a whole 
enjoyed the biggest-ever 
drop in annual unemploy¬ 
ment, there are fears from 
the business community 
that figures have stalled in 
the West Midlands. 

Unemployment in the 
region has fallen by 50,000 
over the last year, to 
207,000 for the period from 
June to August, but it only 
fell by 1,000 from the previ¬ 
ous quarter’s figures. 

This has prompted con¬ 
cern that a ‘lack of joined-up 
thinking’ is stalling em¬ 
ployment, said Tim Pile, 
president of Birmingham 
Chamber of Commerce. 

“The region is currently 
second only to the North 
East in terms of unemploy¬ 
ment and national figures 
have dropped to six per 
cent.” he said 

“While the previous trend 
for the West Midlands has 
shown a positive downward 
figure, today’s announce¬ 
ment represents a stalling 
of that trend. The key prob¬ 
lem for the region is a lack 
of joined-up thinking. 

“Our members tell us that 
there is a shortage of profes¬ 
sional skills, in particular, 
ecologists, risk managers, 
analysts and transport mod¬ 
ellers. Their answer has 
been to take on graduates 
and apprentices that they 
can train on the job. More 
needs to be done to bring 
business and education to¬ 
gether to tackle the lack of 
skills issue.” 


Car tracking device places 
getaway driver at robberies 


A GETAWAY driver was snared for his part in 
two robberies by a tracker fitted to the car he 
was driving. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard that Remayo 
Stirling, who had been committing robberies since 
the age of 13, had actually been due in court on un¬ 
related matters on the day the offences took place. 

Stirling, of Manor Road, Smethwick, was sentenced to 


six years in custody when 
he appeared last week. The 
20-year-old had admitted 
conspiracy to commit rob¬ 
bery at an earlier hearing. 

Mr David Oscroft, prose¬ 
cuting, said a tracking de¬ 
vice fitted to the Mercedes 
hire car he was using pin¬ 
pointed its location at two 
store raids that took place 
in the space of an hour. 

Betting 

The first offence was just 
before 9pm on March 12, 
when his two male accom¬ 
plices burst into the William 
Hill betting shop in Oldbury 
Road, Rowley Regis. But the 
robbers left empty-handed 
after the manager managed 
to push them back and he 
and a colleague escaped to a 
‘safe haven’ behind a locked 
door. 

Just before 10pm the 
same night, two men went 
in the Co-op store in Dud¬ 
ley Road, Tividale, and 
threatened a staff member, 
demanding money from the 
till. They snatched £165, six 
bottles of spirits and ciga-

rettes. Again, Stirling did 
not actually take part in the 
robbery but CCTV showed 
he had been in shop shortly 
before when he appeared to 
be carrying out a reconnais¬ 
sance. 

Mr Oscroft said a resident 
had also contacted police 
after becoming suspicious 
about the white Mercedes 
car that Stirling was driv¬ 
ing. 

“The car, which belonged 
to a rental company, had 
been lent to the defendant’s 
brother,” he said. “The car 
had a tracker, which ena¬ 
bled police to trace the car. 

Stirling had previous rob¬ 
bery convictions and was on 
bail charged with possessing 
an offensive weapon at the 
time of the offences. 

Mr Andrew Baker, for 
Stirling, said his client was 
just 19 at the time of the 
robbery. “He has a dreadful 
set of previous convictions,” 
admitted Mr Baker.

NEW water features have 
been created on an 18-hole 
golf course in Oldbury in a 
bid to help prevent potential 
flooding at a housing estate. 

Streams, pools and a lake 
have been installed around 
Brandhall Golf Course as 
part of the scheme. 

It was linked to work be¬ 
ginning on more than 100 
homes on the site of the for¬ 
mer Sandwell College cam¬ 
pus in Pound Road. 

The project was drawn up 
to reduce the risk of flood¬ 
ing to the properties, being 
built on an area classified as 
a flood zone. 

Developer Bovis Homes, 
which was granted plan¬ 
ning permission to build 
117 homes in March 2010, 
has worked with golf club 
managers on the scheme. 

A spokesman for the com¬ 
pany said: “Bovis Homes 
has worked to address the 
historic flooding issues that 
have affected many existing 
local residents. 

“A flood alleviation 
scheme has been incorpo¬ 
rated into our proposals 
that involves the diversion 
of several local watercourses 
into this new lake within 
Brandhall Golf Course.”

Car wash scheme 
is rejected again 

PLANS for a car wash on a 
pub car park in Halesowen 
have been thrown out for a 
second time. 

Dudley Council refused a 
revived proposal by Qamil 
Aliaj for the business on 
the car park of the Full 
Moon, Hurst Green Road. 

Officers said the car 
wash would result in ‘un¬ 
acceptable levels’ of noise 
and disturbance. They also 
said insufficient informa¬ 
tion was given over off- 
street parking. A previous 
proposal for the car wash 
was refused on similar 
grounds. 

Councillor Karen Shake¬ 
speare said: “I am a great 
advocate of small busi¬ 
nesses and will happily 
support people going it 
alone but that can never 
be at the expense of local 
residents.” 

Trust ready to take 
on garden project 

CAMPAIGNERS will take 
ownership of an 18th cen¬ 
tury walled garden at the 
heart of Leasowes Park 
next month. 

Members of Halesowen 
Abbey Trust managed to 
raised £20,000 within 12 
weeks to fund the purchase 
of the Grade I-listed his¬ 
toric garden in Halesowen, 
which they want to restore 
and open to the public. 
The final funding has been 
secured after councillors 
agreed to boost the project 
with a £5,000 grant. 

Trust leader Mick Freer 
said: “We should takeover 
by early November when 
we can start to look at what 
work needs to be done.”

£8m scheme to 
save Hippodrome 


ALEX ROSS looks at the 
ambitious plans to host 
concerts and sports events 
at an historic theatre venue 

A BUSINESSMAN has unveiled 
his £8million plan to reopen 
Dudley Hippodrome, claiming 
he would create an entertain¬ 
ment complex better than ri¬ 
val venues in Birmingham and 
Manchester. 

Jonathan Kendrick, co-founder of 
The ROK Group, says he will create 
a multi-purpose venue with moving 
stages to host a wide range of events 
from pop concerts to snooker com¬ 
petitions. 

His proposal also includes an exclusive 
‘unlimited’ auditorium, which would 
mean people unable to make shows could 
watch performances via a per-per-view 
Hippodrome mobile app. 

Fortune 

Mr Kendrick made his fortune selling 
mobile phone services and a beverage 
and health and beauty company. 

The Wolverhampton-based business¬ 
man has pledged to work alongside 
campaign group Friends of Dudley Hip¬ 
podrome on the ambitious project. 

Campaigners said they were encour¬ 
aged after talks with the ROK group 
following a joint tour of the Castle Hill 
venue this week. 

Mr Kendrick, aged 56, was shown 
around the inside of the venue by coun¬ 
cil officials. 

Dudley Council has already received 
a 28-page proposal for the site from his 
company Events That Rok. 

His father Vic Kendrick owned the 
venue in the 1960s, attracting the likes 
of Walker Brothers and The Kinks to its

Mr Kendrick said: “I think Dudley is 
a diamond in the rough, where outside 
London do you have a great art deco 
zoo, a castle and a museum based on 
the industrial revolution with superb 
motorway access? 

“It really is unique and with a new 
Hippodrome we could create a major 
visitor attraction, better than Manches¬ 
ter and better than Birmingham.” 

He explained: “Our plan is to strip it 
out and create a multi-purpose venue, 
so it’s not just for shows. It will accom¬ 
modate many different events and we 


plan to put in moving stages so we can 
host any live performance. 

“Personally I hope to stage mu¬ 
sicals,live sporting events like our 
snooker and top rated chart bands who 
can stream their performances world¬ 
wide.” 

The auditorium would be remodelled 
for a moving stage and seats to provide 
traditional sloped seating or a flat floor 
area for concerts with a standing audi¬ 
ence. There would also be conferences 
and weddings at the venue. 

But Mr Kendrick, who was in the Top 


50 Rich List for Birmingham this year, 
said he was becoming frustrated at the 
speed of progress. 

He said: “It has been frustrating. We 
submitted our proposals months ago and 
met with the zoo owner to agree a strat¬ 
egy to solve the car parking. 

Even now we’re only just being al¬ 
lowed in to view the premises. 

“We are also aware of quite a bad as¬ 
bestos issue that needs to be solved. 

“Our patience as a company is run¬ 
ning out so we are now looking for some 
action and decisions from the council. 
We represent the most viable future for 
the Dudley Hippodrome.” 

Friends of Dudley Hippodrome 
group member, Gaz Sawers, known as 
Black Country Gaz, welcomed the ROK 
group’s plans. 

“I like it as they have talked to us 
about the plans,” he said. “People need 
to think outside the box. 

Genuine 

“It is the first time that I have met 
Mr Kendrick to talk to them about this. 
They seemed very genuine.” 

The campaign to save the theatre 
has been backed by veteran entertainer 
Ken Dodd, who has offered to perform 
a fundraiser to save the venue, which 
Dudley Council were prepared to see 
demolished. 

Dudley Council councillor Judy Fos¬ 
ter gave both the Friends and the ROK 
group until the end of October to submit 
revised business plans to reopen and op¬ 
erate the venue. 

The council have put plans for the 
demolition of the theatre on hold. 

But Councillor Foster says a decision 
on the Hippodrome’s future must be 
taken by the end of this year to avoid 
further deterioration of the building. 

She added: “The council has been 
working with The ROK Group over 
the last few weeks to arrange a date for 
them to access the building and meet 
with council officers.”

ED Miliband has made a wise 
choice bringing Pat McFadden 
back to his front bench as shad¬ 
ow Europe minister. 

The Paisley-born MP for Wol¬ 
verhampton South East knows 
only too well about campaigns 
to keep families of nations to¬ 
gether. He went up north to urge 
his fellow Scots to stay in the 
UK. And now he’s making the 
hard-headed, patriotic case for 
the UK to stay in the EU. 

While Labour is sticking firmly 
to holding a referendum only in 
the event of a transfer of power 
to Brussels, Lichfield Tory MP 
Michael Fabricant thinks one is 
‘inevitable’. The big question is 
going to be who will lead the var¬ 
ious sides. 

Even Eurosceptics on the 
Tory benches won’t want to 
concede the ‘out’ campaign to 
Nigel Farage. Nor would UKIP 
want the Conservatives they’ve 
been fighting against to carry 
the standard on their core policy. 

As for the ‘in’ campaign, 
should it eventually happen, Mr 
McFadden is a good choice, 
if not to lead it, then to be very 
prominent within it. He’s some¬ 
one who brings with him a 
wealth of experience and con¬ 
nections with the business world 
and can talk up the economic 
impact of an ‘out’ vote. 

This is a Labour MP, from the 
party that wants to hit the bank¬ 
ers hard for their part in the fi¬ 
nancial crisis, who was also 
able to get the former RBS boss 
Stephen Hester to visit Wolver¬ 
hampton and talk to business 
people. 

Those contacts, incidental¬ 
ly, came in handy when he and 
fellow Wolverhampton MP Paul 
Uppal were campaigning sep¬ 
arately to get the Barbara Hep- 
worth Rock Form statue put 
back in the Mander Centre. RBS 
owns the statue. 

It will be up to Pat McFadden 
to make the most of this new 
role. The Europe question is a 
complicated one. In the wrong 
hands this shadow brief is a poi¬ 
soned chalice. 

The Conservatives are trying 
to not only hold on to seats they 
won in 2010 but gain others to 
give David Cameron the majority 
that eluded him. 

Even so, it is probably beyond 
ambitious to expect to win in 
Warley, part of Labour strong¬ 
hold Sandwell where there is just 
a single Conservative councillor 
out of 72. 

The Tories quietly merged the 
former Warley Conservative As¬ 
sociation with others to form a 
Sandwell Federation. Tory high 
command says it was a demo¬ 
cratic decision taken locally to 
merge the groups. 

Some former members are 
not happy. They want their as¬ 
sociation back. Ewart Johnson 
is one of those. He’s stood for 
election 20 times and never won 
once. Whatever your political 
stance, that’s real dedication to 
the cause.

COUNCIL leaders in the Black Country have 
given Birmingham an ultimatum over plans 
for a combined authority — sign it by Christ¬ 
mas or a deal will be sought with South Staf¬ 
fordshire and Telford and Wrekin instead. 

The councils want to team up on transport, marketing

conurbations — to work to¬ 
gether.”

idea aims 
to tackle 
gridlock 
at island 


A ‘HAMBURGER’ island is the preferred op¬ 
tion to ease traffic jams around the notori¬ 
ously congested Birchley Island, council 
bosses have announced. 

This is despite many motorists favouring a scheme 
to widen lanes at the roundabout in Oldbury, near 


junction two of the M5. 

Plans for a multi-mil¬ 
lion pound overhaul of 
the island, which is used 
by around 92,000 driv¬ 
ers a day, were revealed 
last year after it emerged 
that surrounding roads 
were reaching capacity 
at peak times. 

Queues 

Highways officials claimed 
congestion was hitting busi¬ 
nesses, public transport and 
creating long queues of traf¬ 
fic trying to reach the M5. 
Four options were devised 
to bring improvements to 
the island during a consul¬ 
tation. 

The scheme preferred 
by the council would see 
changes to lanes and extend¬ 
ing Wolverhampton Road 
on a new road through the 
roundabout to create a two- 
way ‘hamburger’ island. 
That could cost around

£12.7 million. The majority 
of people were in favour of 
a proposal, costing £12.9m, 
which would create a traffic 
junction similar to that at 
Burnt Tree on the Dudley 
and Sandwell border, which 
would involve the widening 
of lanes. 

But in a report by Coun¬ 
cillor Ian Jones, the council 
says that option would fail 
to ease congestion and jour¬ 
ney times. 

The authority has re¬ 
vealed it will pursue the 
‘hamburger’ island with the 
road going across the island 
next to the sub-station. 

The report said: “The 
strategic impact of a 
through-road, which re¬ 
duces journey times and 
delays would be a positive 
benefit for businesses and 
commuters.”

Bomber Brown's statue 


foundations being laid 


THE foundations for the statue in 
honour former West Bromwich 
Albion striker Tony ‘Bomber’ 
Brown have been laid outside the 
club’s Hawthorns ground. 

Stonemasons have been working on 
the area where the statue will sit, out¬ 
side the main entrance of East Stand. 

It is being created to honour the goalscor¬ 
ing exploits of the man affectionately 
known by the Albion faithful as ‘Bomber’ 
- who scored more than 270 goals in his 20- 
year stint at the club. 

The statue will be unveiled on November 
6 at 2pm, and the club are planning to re¬ 
lease a small number of free tickets so fans 
can attend. Martin Swain, spokesman for 
the club, said Albion are doing their utmost 
to make sure the statue is put in place in 
secret before the unveiling. 

Secret 


He said: “We are keeping it a secret as to 
when the statue will go in, but work is being 
done on the base. We are in the process of 
offering a certain number of tickets for fans 
who want to witness the unveiling.” 

Mr Swain said there will be a small cere¬ 
mony at The Hawthorns, to be attended by 
a number of Albion legends, prior to the un¬ 
veiling. Ex-managers Ron Atkinson, Bryan 
Robson and Johnny Giles will be present, 
alongside former players Cyril Regis and 
Graham Williams. Commentator John Mot- 
son, who is good friends with Brown, and 
commentated on his goal which won pro¬ 
motion for Albion in 1976 will also be there. 

Between 1961 and 1981, Brown, who 
joined Albion as a schoolboy, made 720 ap¬ 
pearances, scoring 279 goals. He also helped 
the club win the League Cup in 1966, the 
FA Cup in 1968 and promotion back to the 
top flight in 1976 before being part of club’s 
hugely exciting team of the late 1970s. 

The statue was set to be unveiled earlier 
this year, but the date was moved back 
due to a clash with the FA, who unveiled 
a statue of England’s first black footballer, 
Arthur Wharton, last month

'Alarming' increase 
in animals abandoned

ALMOST 1,500 animals have 
been found abandoned in the 
West Midlands so far this year, 
figures have revealed. 

The RSPCA said it was seeing an 
‘alarming’ increase in the number of 
abandoned animals, with the West 
Midlands the fourth worst area in the 
country. 

There were 1,428 animals abandoned in 
the area between January 1 and October 1, 
with London and Greater Manchester top¬ 
ping the table. 

Nationally, the society has been called 
out to deal with 29,770 reports of aban¬ 
doned animals this year and is expecting 
about 140,000 calls in November and De¬ 
cember alone. It means 50,000 animals will 
need help between now and Christmas. 

Vigilant 

RSPCA Midlands superintendent Kelly 
Rivers said staff and volunteers have seen 
an alarming increase in animals being 
abandoned across England and Wales and 
expect the situation to get worse over the 
winter months. 

She said: “Even in a nation of animal lov¬ 
ers, there are thousands of people out there 
who don’t care about their pets at all. In 
fact, some literally treat them like rubbish. 

“Worse still, holidays like Christmas can 
lead to an increase in abandonments as 
some people choose to get rid of their pets 
rather than pay for them to be looked after 
while they are on holiday. 

“Money may be spent on holidays and 
Christmas presents rather than seeking 
vet attention for ill or newborn animals, so 
they are dumped. It’s bad enough when we 
find a box of kittens wrapped in blankets on 
our doorstep with a note, but now people 
are deliberately dumping their animals in 
out of the way places - like bins, skips or 
on waste ground - and leaving them to an 
unknown fate.” 

The charity is urging people to stay vigi¬ 
lant and alert staff if they notice boxes, bins 
or bags that could contain animals.

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College prepares to tighten 
its belt to get out of the red 


Children ‘need 
more protection’ 

CHILDREN in the West Midlands are not 
receiving the level of protection from the 
police that they deserve, according to a new 
inspection report. 

In the report, HM Inspectorate of Con¬ 
stabulary said investigations into child 
abuse by West Midlands Police were ham¬ 
pered by heavy workloads and a lack of un¬ 
derstanding among officers. Concerns were 
voiced that the force struggled with diffi¬ 
cult, complex or prolonged cases. 

The report, which followed an inspection 
in June, did praise the force’s leadership 
for demonstrating a strong commitment to 
child protection, with a clear plan for devel¬ 
oping its services. 

It said staff responsible for managing 
investigations were knowledgeable, com¬ 
mitted and dedicated to providing good 
outcomes for children, and the force had 
developed good relationships with partner 
organisations.The force has six weeks to 
draw up an action plan. 


A COLLEGE has tightened its belt 
in a bid to address a six-figure hole 
in its finances - with bosses hoping 
to improve its financial health from 
‘satisfactory to good’ over the next 
two years. 

Figures have emerged showing when 
Sandwell College was expecting to be 
£124,000 in the black at the end of May, 
it was £592,000 in the red, partly down to 
spending on the Sixth Form centre at The 
Public. 

But since then the board of governors has in¬ 
troduced tighter controls on spending and has 
given the go-ahead for a bank overdraft of up to 


£2million in a bid to stem a potential problem. 

The college’s finances have also since been 
boosted by the sale of land at the former Smeth¬ 
wick Campus and almost £2million in funding 
after recruiting a record number of students. 

Governors had expressed concern about the 
college’s financial position at a meeting in July, 
but finance bosses assured them tighter controls 
would be placed on the budget this year. 

Defended 

A three-year financial plan was presented to 
members. In released minutes from the meet¬ 
ing, the papers said: “Members noted that the 
plan showed small surpluses year-on-year with 
an improving cash flow position and financial 
health indicators moving from satisfactory to 


good during the next two years.” College bosses 
defended the finances, saying it was ‘moving 
from strength to strength’. 

“We have invested in developing the former 
Public building into a Sixth Form Centre and 
just like any major development the College had 
to have temporary financing options in place, to 
convert into a longer term loan,” said a college 
spokesman.The sixth form campus was officially 
opened by HRH The Earl of Wessex last month. 

The spokesman added: “We have had yet an¬ 
other increase in the number of students stud¬ 
ying A Levels, which is in large part due to the 
excellent new facilities at the former Public 
building. 

“The college has had a bumper year with the 
fantastic outcome of its Ofsted inspection.” 


Helpers revamp 
nature reserve 

A NATURE reserve in Cradley Heath has 
been given a makeover thanks to the help 
of volunteers. 

They spent the morning cutting back 
overhanging bushes and trees and pick¬ 
ing up any litter at the Codsall Coppice 
Nature Reserve, off Codsall Road. 

They removed litter and more than 
400kg of green waste - nearly half a ton. 
Countryside rangers, maintenance assis¬ 
tants and neighbourhood services staff 
took part in the spruce up with support 
from the police. The work took place as 
part of Sandwell’s Safer 6 campaign. 

The alleyway, between Kingsway and 
Walters Road in Old Warley, has been 
overgrown, filled with rubbish and has 
been plagued by yobs. But following a pe¬ 
tition which was signed by homeowners 
at all 85 affected properties, the council 
is to install four gates to seal off the alley.

How can you not warm to a car when the 
man charged with selling hundreds of them 
tells you the company ‘went through a pretty 
sticky patch three or four years ago.’ 

Refreshingly honest as that statement was, you 
know he’d only utter the words if the world did not 
look a rosier place today to sell us ... a Subaru. 

And it does, principally because the country where the 
cars come from - Japan - is now much weaker economi¬ 
cally compared to the United Kingdom than it was, three or 
four years ago. 

That means your pound goes a lot further today when you 
have to buy something in yen from Japan, as the importers 
of Subarus to the UK must do before they have something 
to sell us here. 

So, quite suddenly, it’s worth expanding the Subaru 
dealer network in anticipation of a sales surge and worth 
bringing in models that quite recently would have been too 
expensive to consider. 

The car you see here is a prime example of this new-found 
value. For the same sort of money you need for something 
like a Ford Focus you can turn instead to a Subaru Impreza 
and discover a car that’s very deliberately different. 

The differences go deep, with features fitted as stand¬ 
ard that are either expensive extras or simply not offered 
on mainstream rivals, like the Focus and a host of other 
big-sellers. 

Top of the list (and no surprise to Subaru fans) is perma¬ 
nent four-wheel drive; it’s the proper deal, not the half-heart¬ 
ed on-demand system rivals sometimes offer and which 
only chimes in when wheels start to spin. 

It gives the rather ordinary looking Impreza hatchback the 
all weather grip that makes it instantly attractive to people 
like vets and rural doctors ... not to mention the district 
nurse imagined by Subaru’s UK chief as an ideal prospec¬ 
tive buyer. 

She (or he, of course) would find this useful technolo¬ 
gy packaged in a car that costs surprisingly little, starting 
at £17,495 for the manual gearbox version and rising to 
£18,995 for a car with automatic gears. 

That model is a bit slower but actually a little more eco¬ 
nomical than the manual in the official tests and produces 
fewer tailpipe emissions, for a £15 annual saving in annual 
road tax. 


Improvement 

Not that either version is a star in the economy stakes. 
Both feature the same engine, as usual with a Subaru it has 
its four cylinders set flat and low down between the front 
wheels, for a (theoretical) improvement in the way the car 
handles corners. 

It’s always had a liking for petrol, although with nothing 
like the thirst of the famed rally Subarus of a decade or so 
ago; now reborn and available in roadgoing trim as the 
£28,995 WRX STI, which will happily return less than 20mpg 
used with enthusiasm. 

You might get double that in the Impreza tested here (ac¬ 
tually 38mpg on the test drive) which may be good enough 
not to put off potential purchasers. 

They will be more attracted to the fair pile of standard kit 
that comes with today’s very reasonably priced Impreza, 
from climate control air conditioning, heated front seats and 
cruise control to Bluetooth, eight airbags and a reversing 
camera. 

They might miss a sixth speed in the manual gearbox and 
would certainly welcome a bit more power from an engine 
that sounds nicely enthusiastic when pushed but lacks the 
verve the all-wheel drive system could easily handle. 

No problems with the ride, though, which lets the car flow 
nicely on broken British road surfaces, thanks in part to the 
fitment of modestly sized alloy wheels and tyres with de¬ 
cently tall sidewalls. 

That’s a typically sensible feature in a car that feels sen¬ 
sible all the way through, from an interior that prefers plain 
logic to plush contrivance and even to a warranty that might 
last you 100,000 miles.
